A feature of the initial day. aside from the 
Derb.v, is the third race, which is. in reality, tlie 
1911 renewal of the raee ]M»pulurly known as the 
Inaugural .Scramble. Tlie field in Ibis race this 
spring will embrace a band of dazzling sprinters, 
including TraiuM*. Follie Levy, Ocean Bound. Enfield. 
Fye While, .\ngeliis. Oiiarlennaster and Melisande. 
This raA*e was won last SA'usAin by King’s Daughter, 
and in 19d!i Crystal .Maid was tlie winner. Since 
tin* rt*organization of the N*‘W Louisville Jockey 
Club this raee has always been featured on the 
opiMiiiig day. It is a rai*e that never has been won 
by an indifferent performer. It was first run in 

1.’<9G and the winner was Harry R»“ed. fresh from 
Ills triumphs on the English turf. He was a stable 
companion of Ben Brush, which won the Kentucky 
Derby on the same <lay.

“As a rnlf, two-year-ohl running serves as a fairly 
corn‘ct guide to the relative form of the same ani- 
mals as tUre* year-olds, but this rule is by no means 
without exceptions, stune of which are of a very 
reiii.arkable cliaract«‘r. T'hn.s we last week saw Sy<l- 
n;ont(ai take his place among Derby * iH»ssibles’’ by 
laniting ,St. Nat. wliicb was trying to give liim tiv«» 
pounds, wtiereas ,S. p,. .loel's colt wonld ou llie Ibiu 
lMH)k have Ihm ‘11 luiiidicappc^l to give Sydmonton at 
least iweiity eight iMmnds. It is »iinstionabIe 
whet her there was any better Iwoyear-ohl than 
St. Nat last y«‘ar. and here is Sydnmnioii springing 
tip from the depths into something v«‘ry near o«jnal- 
iiy with a champion. It is tpiite possible that if 
he had been shar|M‘ii»*d np by a race this season at 
an <*arlicr meeting St. Nat' migliL have just held 
his own :it Ncwhnry. hut. even so, he would come 
out only a few ptuinds lietter tlian Sydmonton. and 
it is to he •»l*scrved tiiat the i*air of tln-m heat .the 
r«*st of tlieir held so easily that St. Nat wonld 
ai»pcar !•* have retained his fornu So. then, we may 
take it that Sydmomon has made abnormal improve- 
ment, and this i,s eorrolK>rale<l l».v the re|»orts of him 
which hail lM*en in 4-ircnlation for some time before 
his victory on Friday. After all, w<* have become 
fairly well aeeustonied of late yc.irs to these start 
ling dcvelopnnuils. Wlio tlreamed of Minoru as a 
likely Derby winner nulil, he. too. had won the 
Dreenhuiu Stakes at Newbury V Sigtiorim tta's Derby 
passes the wit of* man i«» understand. Jeddah as- 
lonisl.ed most pi‘<»ph* when he won. and so dul Sir 
llng(». Memoir made a tremendous advance between 
her two and thrce-year-old scas<m. as also di<I last 
year s Daks winner, Kosedrop. Yet with these and 
many similar examph's staring ns in the face, wc 
alwa.ts commence ea«‘h new S4*as4>n with the i<lca 
that tlu' classic winners will be found among a 
sele<*t few of the past year's best twicyear olds. 
.Vgain and again this has proved to he a «lelusion. 
for not only do backward two-year-olds improve out 
of all rccogniti«m. as Sydnumton set'ui.s to have 
<lone. hut Die crack iwoycarold winners m»t iu- 
freuuently go right off their form in the winter and 
come out as three y< ar oI<ls hardly as good as they 
were tin* y«‘ar tadore. lustanees ma.v he meptioned 
in DennM iat. Raeonteur. Floriform. Duke of \V»‘Sl- 
minster. Dalvani. Admirable Crichton, Gamechick, 
Dmiudina ami many others, wliich on two ycar-old 
running were right at the top of the tree, ami <lid 
little or no good afterwards. Siiearmint was a 
stable companion of .\dmirable Crichton, and no 
one wonhl have classed them together as two year 
olds, hut we know what tli(‘y turned out to he as 
three-year-olds, 

• Knell experiences slionld always make us keep au 
open niiml about the snpiK*.so<l goml things for the 
elassies. Even Itayardo did not prove to be a gissl 
tiling, thougli. if ever there was one, he ought to 
have iKMMi. And U4iw we lua.v be destined to sec 
the once despised Sydnioiiton win the Derby. This, 
ln»weV4‘r. is a very pt*cnliar year, in which no con- 
ceivahle r4*snlt <3f the Derby would be altogether 
surprising. The jKissihle winners among our honnr- 
hred »olts may l>e reckoned b.v the dozen, while he- 
.V4»ml them there is danger l*oth from France and 
America. As regards the latter country they cer 
taiiil.v liav4‘ not given Ailani Be«le a fair chance b.v 
semling him across the Atlantic little more than 
two iU4>nths l>efoie tin* race, hut he is said to have 
lieeii forward in condition before he started, and he 
has done sulBcieiitly well since lauding t4» take his 
pla<'e in inorniiig work with Joe Camion’s first string 
of liorscs, \Vliatt‘ver may li4' his fate in the Di'rby 
we may l»e reasonably confident that Adam Bede is 
a g<H>d 4*«ilt. f»>r he lielongs to a shrewd owner who 
W4)nM U4>t have sent liim to England untried. It 
ma.v he that in keeping him in the States long 
4*iio’ugh to find out his merits they have sacrificed 
what would otlnwwise have lieen an excellent Derby 
charu*e, but as the colt had 4>nly run once, wlicn liig 
and haikward, and had been amiss during the re- 
mainder of his two-ycar-old seas*on, it is easy to 
understand that Mr. Madden wonld wish to know 
Die truth alKuit him iKTore deciding to send him 
to England. Tlie Doiieaster line of sires has always 
b<*en reniarkahle for I'arly snecesse.s at the stml, and 
the sons of Flying Fox have already proved that 
they nph4dd this tradition. It is a fact that Adam 
was superior as a race Imrse to either Jardy or Val 
•ror. ami tli4‘re is no reas<ui wh.v he should not have 
(lone at least as well during his sojourn in tlie States 
as .laidy has in the .\rgeiitine. From tliis jioini of 
view, a spi riilator 4lesii«»ns of a fancy bet might back 
Adam to bring off h double event as sire of the 
Derby and Oaks winners, viz., Adam Bede and 
Bash'ti. There are far more improbable contingencies 
than such a result, though Adam Bede must neces- 
sarily Im* handicapped by liis recent ten-day voyage 
and the change of climate.” — Vigilant in London 
Si>4irtsman.
